Howard Douglas, the chief moving 
picture censor for Alberta, at the re¬ 
quest of W .M. Davidson, mefhber foi 
North £algary, gave very interesting 
facts about his work before the public' 
accounts committee last week. First 
of all the board would not pass any 
German made film at present. He^ex¬ 
plained that was not the sole reason 
why the picture "Passion,” had been 
comdemned, but it had objectional fea¬ 
tures as well., He was not sati'-fiei. 
with present board of appeal. Dui - 
ing the year fifty appeals had been 
made by the companies against his 
decision and in thirty-one cases the 
board had found that his censorship 
had been too hard and in nineteen had 
endorsed his censorship. He believed 
that the influence of moving pictures 
was generally for good, but a strict 
censorship was needed, and he found 
moving pictures exchanges very anx¬ 
ious to co-operate with the censor and 
keep the picture up to standard. He 
remarked that if the States had uni¬ 
form censorship like Pennsylvania 
there would be little trouble with .ob¬ 
jectionable films. Only four states 
The standard of pictures accepted 
by Alberta' tarred pictures portraying 
white slavery, save where a good 
moral lesson was shown, all kindred 
sex subjects, gruesome scenes, offen¬ 
sive drunkenness and exploitation of 
notorious characters. They also ob¬ 
jected showing methods of criminals 
in murder and other crimes, those 
dealing with the drug habit, counter¬ 
feiting or l^utal treatment of child¬ 
ren as well as irreverant treatment of 
things to be held sacred. It is inter¬ 
esting to know that no cut-outs had 
ever been required in pictures of real¬ 
ly noted stars like Mary Pickford, 
Douglas Fairbanks, Wallace Reid and 
others. Mr. Douglas said many pic¬ 
tures being made today cost half a 
million dollars, “The Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse,” now being shown 
at $10 admission in New York, cost 
$850,000, and required 12,000 people 
to stage the play.

CURRICULUM OF ALBERTA 

SCHOOLS WILL BE REVISED 

Strong Provincial Committee Includ¬ 
ing Lethbridge Man, To Make Recom¬ 
mendations. 

All"the arrangements for redraft¬ 
ing the curriculum of the elementary 
schools are now completed. The in¬ 
itial work will be in the hand of a | 
widely representative committee of 
fifteen persons, mostly laymen. An 
effort has been made to have widely 
varied opinions represented, and where 
there was a regular organization the 
executive of that organization was 
asked to choose its representative. 

It will be the business of the com¬ 
mittee to consider the recommenda¬ 
tions of various organizations received 
by the department during the year to 
determine on broad general lines the 
scope and content of the course of 
study, the subjects to be included in 
the new course, whether there shall 


lie any differentiation between the 
course prescribed for rural and that 
for urban schools and whether any 
new subjects are to be aclded. This 
committee will meet at Edmonton on 
Tuesday, March l«t. The personnel 
of the committee is as follows: 

G. F. MucNally, 'Edmonton, super¬ 
visor of schools for the province, 
chairman; P. Baker, Ponoka, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the U.F.A.; Mrs. R. B. Gunn, 
Paradise Valley, director of the U.F.- 
W.A.^ Mrs. A. H. Rogers, Fort Sask¬ 
atchewan, secretary of the Women’s 
Institute; Walter Smitten, Calgary, 
secretary, Alberta Federation, of La¬ 
bor; Chas.

Pro- ( 
fe^ionai committees "will be appoint- j 
ed later to carry the work to comple- [ 
tion in consultation with the -general j 
committee. Similar plans are under | 
wa.V for a thorough rebuilding of the 
curriculum for high schools as- soon as 
the elementary revision has been com¬ 
pleted.
